From now on until after the Presi- 
dential election in November every 
daily paper in the United States that 
may have occasion to refer to the 
Roman Catholic Church, its history, 
policies, or dignitaries, will 
have only words of eulogy for that 
great organization.

Vaticanism in Austria. 


The recent Papal Encyclical 
against Modernism—by which the 
Pope means any and all exercise on 
the part of Catholics of spiritual or 
intellectual liberty—has aroused sen- 
timents of hostility everywhere. 
Even in reactionary Austria protest 
was made against it, especially by 
Dr. Wahrmund, a Roman Catholic 
professor in Innsbruck University. 
The Papal Nuncio at Vienna de- 
manded the professor’s removal, but 
the Minister of Foreign Affairs 
would not interfere in the matter. 

In commenting on the bigoted 
action of the Nuncio the Austrian 
press called attention to an Im- 
perial rescript of July 30, 1870, in 
which the concordat with the Vati- 
can of 1855 was declared to have 
been abrogated by the proclamation 
of the dogma of Papal infallibility. 
This rescript was based upon 
a Ministerial memorandum which 
claimed that the infallible head of a 
church cannot be a party to a con- 
tract imposing limitations on both 
parties, since such an ecclesiastical 
authority would be entitled to ob- 
serve, interpret, or break the con- 
tract, as might seem to him desir- 
able. 

Catholic nations and peoples are 
well aware of the duplicity and de- 
ceit of the Roman hierarchy, and 
Protestants are blind and foolish if 
they expect that the Pope and his 
bishops and priests will keep faith 
with them. Popes and prelates are 
deceivers ever. 











The Growth of Mariolatry. 


“Augustus” (the Rev. Charles 
A. Stoddard, D.D.), in New York 
Observer, writes as follows: 

The worship of the Virgin Mary 
by the Roman Catholic Church has 
been one of the practices of that 
Church most difficult to attack and 
overcome. She seems too sacred to 
be made the occasion of controversy. 
The statements of Scripture; the 
declaration of the angel, “The Lord 
is with thee,” “Thou hast found fa- 
vor with God”; the welcome of 
Elizabeth, “Blessed art thou among 
women”; the thanksgiving of the 
Virgin herself; the vision of the 
shepherds; the adoration of the wise 
men, and our Lord’s words upon the 
Cross, giving her into the filial keep- 
ing of His beloved disciple, are but 
a few of the reasons why Christians 
should love and honor the Virgin. 

It is easy therefore to understand 
how love led to worship, and honor 
to adoration, and both united to 
make prayer and supplication to one 
so holy and high in the heavenly 
places seem fitting and desirable. As 
the Church became corrupt it was 
readily perceived what enormous 
power, especially over women, doc- 
trines respecting the Virgin Mary 
would give to the priesthood and 
they were not slow to invent and 
proclaim them with zeal and assidu- 
ity. Opposition to these doctrines 
and their following practices has 
been represented by Roman Cath- 
olics in every possible odious light, 
as showing contempt for the very 
choice and distinction of the Al- 
mighty; a neglect of the Divine 
teaching that through Mary the sin 
of Eve was repaired, and as a mis- 
application of the second command- 
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ment, which was designed to pre- 
vent the Jews from pagan idolatry 
and not to keep loving children of 
God from adoring one whom the 
Highest had deigned to exalt to the 


greatest honor which a mortal could 
receive. 


Perhaps there has been no part of 
the belief and ritual of the Roman 
Catholic Church which has. been more 
enlarged and insisted upon, from 
the solemn utterances of Popes to 
the sedulous teachings of all orders of 
the ministry and priesthood and sis- 
terhood than that which relates to 
the position and influence of the 
blessed Virgin and the obligation of 
all Christians to worship her.

prayers of St. Alphonsus Liguori, 
Doctor of the Church, and the foun- 
der of the Redemptorist Order, of 
which our good brother, the Rev. 
A. H. Protestant 
missionary in Marseilles, France— 
was a member when he was convert- 
ed at Christ’s Mission in 1894. This 
prayer is on page 306 of “The New 


Lambert—now a 
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Raccolta; or Collection of Prayers 
and Good Works, to which. the Sov- 
ereign Pontiffs have attached Holy 
indulgences, published in 1898 by 
order of His Holiness, Pope Leo 
XIII.” The book is to be had in 
any large Roman Catholic book 
store in the United States. 

The prayer reads as follows: 

“Most holy and immaculate Vir- 
gin! O my mother! thou who art 
the mother of my Lord, the queen 
of the world, the advocate, hope and 
refuge of sinners! I, the most 
wretched among them, now come to 
thee. I worship thee, great queen, 
and give thee thanks for the many 
favors thou hast bestowed on me in 
the past; most of all, do I thank thee 
for having saved me from hell, which 
I had so often deserved. I love 
thee, lady most worthy of all love, 
and, by the love which I bear thee, 
I promise ever in the future to serve 
thee, and to do what in me lies to 
win others to thy love. In thee I 
put all my trust, all my hope of sal- 
vation. Receive me as thy servant, 
and cover me with the mantle of thy 
protection, thou who art the mother 
of mercy! And since thou hast so 
much power with God, deliver me 
from all temptations, or at least ob- 
tain for me the grace ever to over- 
come them. From thee I ask a true 
love of Jesus Christ, and the grace 
of a happy death. O my mother! 
by thy love for God, I beseech thee 
to be at all times my helper, but, 
above all, at the last moment of my 
life. Leave me not until you see me 
safe in heaven, there for endless ages 
to bless thee, and sing thy praises. 
Amen.” 

To emphasize the value of this 
prayer which, be it remembered, is 
found in the Roman Catholic books 
of devotion approved by Pope Leo 


XIII in 1898, the following en- 











couragements have been offered to 
the faithful: 

His Holiness, Pope Pius IX, by 
an autograph rescript, September 7, 
1854, granted to all the faithful, 
every time that, with at least contrite 
heart and devotion, they shall say 
this prayer before an image or pic- 
ture of the blessed Virgin: 

An Indulgence of Three Hundred 
Days. 

A Plenary Indulgence, once a 
month, to all those who, having 
said it every day for a month, being 
truly penitent, after confession and 
communion, shall pray for the needs 
of the Church, and for the intention 
of the Sovereign Pontiff. 

The paragraphs containing the 
above “Indulgences” follow imme- 
diately after the “worshipping” pray- 
er (p. 307). Liguori was a thorough- 
going Papist, who did not mince 
matters or minimize the real and 
true doctrines of the Roman Cath- 
olic Church, as our friends the Paul- 
ist fathers are trying to do, in order 
to delude unwary Protestants. He 
frankly said he “worshipped” the 
Virgin Mary and he called upon all 
devout Catholics when saying their 
prayers to do the same. He did not 
resort to any subterfuge of “dulia” 
or “hyperdulia,” as the Jesuits and 
Paulists do. None of these “holy 
fathers” would acknowledge, as Li- 
guori did, that he “deserved hell.” 
“T thank thee, O mother Mary, the 
advocate, hope and refuge of sin- 
ners, for having saved me from hell,” 
says the pious Liguori. 

While on this subject, we submit 
another extract from the prayer of 
St. Liguori to “The Blessed Virgin, 
Help of Christians,” on page 355 of 
the same book. 

“Most powerful Virgin, loving 
Helper of the Christian people, what 
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thanks do we not owe thee for the 
assistance thou gavest to our fathers 
when, threatened by the infidel Turk, 
they invoked thy maternal aid by the 
devout recital of the Rosary;’ and 
then the pious Liguori comes to the 
infidels of the present day in this 
paragraph of the same prayer: 
“Come, then, dear Mother, hearken 
to the prayers of the Catholic world, 
and break the pride of the wretches 
who boldly insult God, and who aim 
at destroying the church against 
which, according to the infallible 
word of Christ, the gates of hell 
shall never prevail. Let it be seen 
once more that when thou risest to 


protect it we may be certainly as- 
sured of the victory.” 


We take leave of Liguori for the 
present with one more gem from his 
prayers which form such a large part 
of the collection made by order of 
Pope Leo XIII in 1898, in the fa- 


mous “Raccolta.” We read on page 
253 as follows: “Holiest Mary, by 
thy incomparable humility, which 


brought forth God for men, reopen- 
ed paradise, and let the captive souls 
go free from hell beneath, draw me, 
I pray thee, out of the deep pit 
wherein my sins have cast me, and 
make me save my soul.” How could 
the Virgin or anybody else “make” 
Liguori save his soul? “Jesus saves” 
and Jesus only, the One Mediator.

A despatch to the Sun, April 22, 
said:

The New York Herald, 
1908, had the following 
despatch from Milwaukee, Wiscon- 
sin, under the heading, “Archbishop 
Predicts Wreck of Church in Italy”: 


Disestablishment of the Roman 
Catholic Church in Italy within a 
few years is predicted by the Rev. 
Sebastian G. Messmer, Archbishop 
of Milwaukee, in a statement to-day 

“Everything now,” said the Arch- 
bishop, “points to that event. The 
government is distinctly unfriendly 
to the Church, and the Church, hav- 
ing no voice in national matters, is 
powerless to avert a condition in 
Italy that will be but a repetition of 
the conditions now obtaining <in 
France.” 

Archbishop Messmer’s statement 
was called forth in commenting on 
an interview given by the Rev. F. H. 
Wright, for six years missionary for 
the Methodist Episcopal Church in 
Italy. Recently the Rev. Mr. Wright 
predicted a disestablished Church in 
Italy, within ten years, saying that 
there was a strong anti-clerical feel- 
ing in that country; that the people 
were tiring of the dominion of the 
Church. He said that eight-five per 
cent. of the people in Southern Eu- 
rope could neither read nor write; 
that the Catholic Church in Italy 
was in its native environment and 
was the pattern of what the Church 
would be in the United States were 
it not for the progressiveness of the 
American people. 

“It is true,” said Archbishop 
Messmer, “that a large portion of 
the people of Italy seem to be drift- 
ing away from the Church, many of 
them into infidelity. This is due to 
two causes—first, to the fact that the 
universities and higher institutions 
of learning are all in the hands of the 
government. Infidels are appointed 
to the professorships, and the works 
of the German philosophers tending 


April 19, 
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to infidelity are translated into Ital- 
ian and taught in these institutions. 
Thus infidelity is sown broadcast 
among the upper classes. 

“The second reason for the re- 
ligious indifference, speaking only of 
Southern Italy, is the neglect of the 
clergy to give the people proper re- 
ligious instruction. The people are 
ignorant of the principles of their re- 
ligion. They do not understand it; 
they have gone to church from habit 
and not from principle. Conse- 
quently they have drifted away since 
this anti-religious sentiment Was 
gone abroad in the land. 

“As to Mr. Wright’s statement 
that the Church in Italy is as it is 
desired to have it everywhere, it is 
absurd. The Church has not had her 
own way in Italy for forty years, 
save in the Roman States. The Pope 
cannot appoint a bishop without the 
approval of the government.” 

By “infidel professors” Archbishop 
Messmer means, of course, men who 
have abandoned the superstitions of 
Rome. He is right in saying that 
the priests do not teach the people 
religion—the priests themselves 
have not any. But he is wrong when 
he says the Church has not had its 
way for the last forty years. Why, 
the only “religion” the people of 
Italy have had for more than a thou- 
sand years has been the Roman 
Catholic. That succeeded Paganism, 
or rather Romanism was engrafted 
on Paganism. Now the people are 
becoming enlightened, and they are 
rejecting Romanism. The pure 
Christianity of the Waldensians, the 
Methodists and other Protestant 
bodies is opening the eyes of the 
people. Bishop William Burt’s ser- 
mon in the March Convertep CaTH- 
OLic should be widely circulated. It 
is an accurate presentation of facts 
that will astonish many who have 
given little attention to Romanism. 
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Another Nun Escapes. 
(Special Despatch to the New York World.) 

Omaha, Nebraska, April 16, 1908. 
—Florence Tinsley, a sister in the 
Convent of the Good Shepherd, to- 
day joined her betrothed, Maxwell 
Hirsch, outside the convent walls. 
The nun was released by a writ of 
habeas corpus, which proved that 
she is of legal age, and stated that 
she and Hirsch had pledged them- 
selves to each other. * 

Miss Tinsley’s mother, then a 
widow, placed her, a mere child, in 
the convent seven years ago, that 
she might be educated religiously ; 
eventually she joined the sisterhood. 
About six months ago Hirsch, a 
handsome, light-haired fellow of 
twenty-five years, came here from 
Chicago and got employment in the 
laundry of the convent. 

One day he saw Miss Tinsley 
leaning over the railing of the ele- 
vator shaft on the floor above the 
laundry, looking down on him. She 
had never heard a man’s voice since 
she entered the convent, save when 
a priest delivered a sermon there. 
She had never been outside the con- 
vent walls. 

Again and again the girl, a bru- 
nette of beautiful figure, returned to 
the railing and looked down, how- 
ever fleetingly, on Hirsch. Not a 
word passed between them, of 
course, but who can say that they 
did not make love telepathically? 
Three months ago they began to 
write to each other, exchanging 
notes, hidden in the bundles of laun- 
dry which each nun makes up. 

Wrapped in the minutest space 
possible, the girl dropped a nun’s 
garb down. the shaft to her lover a 
fortnight ago. The slender, smooth- 
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faced Hirsch put on the robes and, 
dropping the veil which the nuns 
wear when outside their corridors, 
he again and again entered the hall 
where Florence roomed without be- 
ing detected. For the first time she 
listened to a man express his -love;

Rev. Jeremiah J. Crowley, former- 
ly a prominent Catholic priest of 
Chicago, was married to Miss 
Blanche McCleod, of Schuyler, Ne- 
braska, at North Yakima, March 9. 
Rev. S. J. Kennedy, pastor of the 
First Presbyterian Church of that 
city and a brother-in-law of George 
H. Virtue, of Seattle, performed the 
ceremony. 

The happy couple have been liv- 
ing at 634 Lee street for almost a 
month without exciting suspicion 
among their neighbors that the new 
benedict had at one time been a 
leader in the great Church of Rome, 
whose priests are sworn to celibacy.

What 
brought upon him the censure of his 
superiors was a book written by him 
in which he exposed certain alleged 
abuses in the schools controlled by 
the Church. He refused to recant, 
and vielded to the dictum of the 
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propaganda that he should leave the 
shelter of the Church. 

Coming to Seattle about nine 
months ago, he engaged in the real- 
estate business. He is connected 
with the Puget Sound Realty Com- 
pany, and is spoken of in the highest 
terms of respect by his associates. 
Shortly after coming to Seattle he 
was admitted to membership in the 
lirst Presbyterian Church. He and 
Rev. M. A. Matthews became inti- 
mate friends, and they speak of each 
other in terms of mutual admiration. 
Mr. Crowley said this morning that 
he met Miss McCleod in the East 
and did not hesitate about asking 
her to become his wife. 

IS MARRIED AND HAPPY. 

“Yes,” he said this morning, “! 
am married and very happy. I have 
made no effort to keep this matter 
private, nor have I attempted to con- 
ceal the facts from anybody. I have 
a right to get married. Having sep- 
arated from the Catholic Church, my 
vow of celibacy is no longer bind- 
ing.” 

Mr. Crowley has been a familiar 
figure on the streets of Seattle for 
months. He is a distinguished-look- 
ing man, nearly as tall as Doctor 
Matthews, but much heavier. He is 
gray haired, but otherwise youthful 
in appearance. He is said to be a 
profound student, but is very re- 
served. Although a member of the 
First Presbyterian Church and en- 
joying a reputation as an orator, he 
has not been known so far to speak 
at any of the meetings. Mrs. Crow- 
ley is a handsome woman of educa- 
tion and refinement.

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STUNNING A CARDINAL.

The following from the Annville, 
Lebanon county, Gazette is too good 
to be lost. It is from the pen of I. L. 
Kephart, a prominent citizen of Leb- 
anon, who thus tells the story: In 
December, 1878, D. S. Early, Gen- 
eral Agent of the United Brethren 
Mutual Aid Society, was sent to Au- 
gusta, Me., to confer with the In- 
surance Commissio.ier as to the ad- 
mission of the society to do business 
in that State.

There has been a hard struggle on 
the part of the Roman Catholic 
Church to have the government of 
Italy keep in the curriculum of the 
public schools her religious teaching. 
In the United States she is working 
just as hard to have all religious ideas 
eliminated from the public schools. 
The reason is simply this, that in so- 
called Catholic countries, through the 


memorizing of the Catechism, re- 


ligious teaching helps to keep the 
people in the grasp of popery, while 
here it would bring the young gener- 


ations in the glorious liberty of the 
Gospel, and away from Rome. 

The recent decision of the Court of 
Appeals of Lisbon ( Portugal) in favor 
of the Bible colporteur who had been 
accused by the Catholic bishop of that 
city of working against the best in- 
terests of the state religion, shows 
that even Portugal is beginning to re- 
volt against, and shake off, the yoke 
of Rome. It shows also that the atti- 
tude of Rome toward the Word of 
God has not materially changed, no 
matter what our American prelates 
may say to the contrary. The peo- 
ple must be prevented from reading 
that “through faith,” and not priestly 
rites and intercessions, they are saved. 

El Cristiano, of Rio Janeiro, tells 
us that some time ago an Argentine 
millionaire died, stating in his will 
that 60,124 masses should be said by 
Catholic priests—at so much per mass, 
of course, for the salvation and repose 
of his soul.

Judging by the large at- 
tendance of Catholic children at the 
parochial schools, it seems that even 
in the United States such threats must 
liberally be made use of to always 
strengthen the allegiance to, and make 
the people dependent for their salva- 
tion on, the Pope of Rome. 

Much good work is being accom- 
plished among the Chileans in Co- 
plapo by the Rev. D. Rey, with the 
help of a magic lantern. They flock 
to hear him because he shows them 
scenes from the life of the Saviour. 
Human nature in general, and Cath- 
olics in particular, much likes to see 
things. The writer of these notes, 
who works in the great anthracite 
fields of Pennsylvania, and who has 
only a toy reflecting lantern to help 
him, often sees gathered around him 
hundreds of men, women and children, 
eager to what he is going to 
speak about.

This missionary has been 
long praying for a large press and a 
good magic reflecting lantern. Here 
is a chance for some friends who are 
unable to do mission work themselves. 

While Archbishop Alarcon, of 
Mexico, lies between life and death 
the Mexican high clergy are busy in- 
triguing for this or that aspirant to 
the place. El Evangelista Mexicano 
is authority for the statement that D. 
Atenogenes Silva, an ambitious 
bishop, has already sent friends to 
Rome to plead his case. The strong- 
est argument to be presented to the 
Roman Curia, or some of the chief 
intriguers in purple, is, it says, a lump 
sum of 50,000 francs. Unless the 
other aspirants should send more, 
Don Silva will succeed. If Peter 
were in Rome to-day, he would say 
to all such as these (and often he 
would have to repeat it), “Thy 
money perish with thee, because 
thou hast thought that the gift of 
God may be purchased with money.” 
Acts viii, 20. What a gulf between 
the humble fisherman of old and his 
self-styled successors of to-day! 

At a recent missionary gathering of 
the M. E. Church in Milwaukee, Wis., 
the Rev. Dr. F. H. Wright, of Pitts- 
burg, who has spent over six years in 
Italy, predicted a disestablished church 
in that country within ten years. To 
which the Catholic archbishop of that 
city, Rev. Sebastian G. Messmer, 
sadly echoed, “Everything now points 


to that event. The government is dis- 
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tinctly unfriendly to the church, and 
the church, having no voice in na- 
tional matters, is powerless to avert a 
condition in Italy that will be a repe- 
tion of the conditions now obtaining 
in France.” Reverend sir, if your 
church is as bad in Italy as it was in 
France (and we know that it is 
worse), there is no reason why the 
long and much tried Italians should 
not try to break away. Meanwhile it 
is lucky that she is powerless to have 
her way as of old, for otherwise she 
would gladly repeat on the Italians the 
horrors of the Night of St. Bartholo- 
mew, the persecutions of the Wal- 
denses and the burning of heretics 
at the stake, as long as she could 
meddle in temporal affairs.

ago purchased the home with its relics and souvenirs of the President’s 
public life for $21,000. 
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Mrs. Klorer is the widow of a wealthy manufacturer. It was said 
to-day that the property will be transferred to the Right Rev. Ignatius 
I. Horstman, Bishop of the diocese of Cleveland. 


So our martyred President’s home has come into the possession oi 


your Church. This to many persons will appear to be another step toward 
the realization of your cherished hope and openly avowed purpose to 
subjugate this country to the rule of the Papacy. President McKinley 
occupies a place in our history after Washington, Lincoln and Grant; 
and to me it seems a desecration that the home and relics and souvenirs 
of such a national hero should fall into the hands of priests, monks and nuns 
—the kind of people that Catholic countries like France and Italy are 
driving out. 

The only occasion when you met President McKinley at a_ public 
function was when you contrived to be the central figure at the presenta- 
tion of a sword of honor to Admiral George Dewey, the hero of Manila, 
on the steps of the Capitol at Washington in 1899. 

The picture shows the proud position you occupied as the center 
of attraction between our President and the nation’s hero, whom we de 
sired to honor for the destruction of the power of Spain. That Catholic 
nation, the home of the Inquisition, had oppressed the people of Cuba be- 
yond endurance, and their cry for deliverance was heard and heeded by 
the United States. You had no right to be in such a position, for as a 
Roman Catholic prelate and “Prince of the Church” you could not hon- 
estly congratulate Dewey on his victory or rejoice at the overthrow of Spain. 
But it was a great event in your life and in the history of the Roman Church 
in this country to be the central figure on such a memorable occasion. 
When the Pope and his cardinals saw that picture they said, truly Gibbons 
is a greater man than the President of the United States or the Admiral 
who destroyed the Spanish fleet. America is ours! 

They will rejoice at the possession of the McKinley home as another 
proof of the increase of their power and a tangible evidence of their suprem- 
acy. In itself perhaps the purchase of the Canton house may not be of 
much interest to the public, but sentiment has a large place in the minds and 
hearts of men, and it is with a pang of keen regret that patriotic Ameri- 
cans see the home of President McKinley in the possession of those who, 
notwithstanding their professions, are alien to the principles of American 
liberty. 

Last month the press gave wide publicity to the celebration of the 
centenary of the diocese of New York, at which you were present, “the 
only American Cardinal,” as was the only Irish Cardinal, Archbishop 
Logue, of Armagh, with scores of bishops and hundreds of priests. Dur 
ing the great high mass at St. Patrick’s Cathedral, the report in the New 
York Sun, April 27, said: 

Just before Archbishop Farley commenced the sermon of the day an 
assistant priest ascended to the pulpit to read the regular weekly announce- 


ments to the congregation. Then it was that Cardinal Logue’s face took on 
a glow of pleasure as he heard the list of names of the voung men and women 
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about to be married read, as is the custom in the Catholic churches. If the pri- 
mate ever doubted that the Irish are the bulwark of the Catholic Church in the 
United States he must have lost his doubts when he heard the unbroken 
list of Celtic names. The Cardinal might have been in any church in his own 
country. 

In New York, and indeed all over the United States, the word “Irish” 
is synonymous with Roman Catholic. Take the Irish element out of the 
Roman Catholic Church in this country and it would be one of the smaller 
denominations. As hewers of wood and drawers of water the Irish Catholics 
who have come to the United States have been important factors in de- 
veloping the country, as the Italian, Hungarian and other Catholic immi- 
grants are now. But the Irish have got ahead in a striking manner. New 
England is becoming New Ireland, and last month’s celebration indicates 
that your Church will possess New York also if the American people will 
not wake up. 


THE IRISH CATHOLICS IN NEW YORK, 


The ‘conditions in New York were summed up by District Attorney 
Jerome when he said at the annual dinner of the St. George Society at the 
Waldorf Hotel, April 23: 


Nothing can be done for the improvement of municipal and State gov- 
ernment if you men will not take more interest in public life. You take this 
great State of New York and turn it over to “Pat” McCarren, “Charley” 
Murphy, “Fingey” Conners and “Packy’” McCabe, and then you sit down. 
I say God bless the Irish, and I am glad you haven’t conquered them. Still 
I don’t want to see the State run by those four Irishmen. Nothing has ever 
been got that was worth the having except through love and sacrifice. Your 
general optimism would save the State. It means nothing to you if noblesse 
oblige means no more than it does now. 

A democratic form of government should be based on universal suffrage, 
but it is now based on public opinion. What makes:it so is that you men of 
education have not done your duty. You read the headlines in the news- 
papers and it makes no impression upon you. You read them again—the 
same headlines—for a few weeks and then you have a decided opinion with- 
out a single fact to substantiate it. 


3v Irish, Mr. Jerome meant Roman Catholics, though he did not say so. 

General Bingham, the Commissioner of Police, said at the same dinner: 

“There is one thing that you sons of St. George—Englishmen and their 
descendants here—might learn of us New Yorkers. You have been bothered 
with the Irish? We. have solved it. All you have got to do is to let them 
govern you.” 

General Bingham closed his address (Tribune report) by saying that he 
had made a great discovery, and, picking up one of the souvenir flags, that 
of the Royal Standard, he pointed to the quartering containing the Irish harp. 
The background, he said, was blue, and upon inquiry he learned that there 
had never been any green in the Irish flag. “The Irish have been fooling us 
all these years, and it is high time that something was done about it.” 

Like Mr. Jerome, General Bingham meant Irish Catholics, of course, 
but he would not say so, for more than one-half of his police force are Irish, 
who regard their allegiance to the Roman Church far more binding than 
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any laws or regulations of the municipality or State. “The Irish have been 
fooling the American people all these years,” but General Bingham or any 
other high official does not suggest what the “something” is that should be 
done about it. We are all thankful to him, however, for exposing the ab- 
surdity of the green in the Irish flag. 

During this centenary celebration the Catholic orators have claimed the 
right of discovery of America because Columbus was a Roman Catholic. 
But listen, Cardinal, Ambassador James Bryce, of Great Britain, in an ad- 
dress at the Methodist laymen’s missionary meeting in Chattanooga, Tenn., 
April 20, said: 

When the Spaniards began to conquer the New World they made it one 
of their objects to convert the Indians. Crowds of friars accompanied them. 
But, unhappily, the conquerors did many other things beside preach. They 
were greedy of wealth. They forced the natives to till the soil and labor in 
the mines. They did this so harshly that in some thirty or forty years all 
the native Indians in Hispaniola (now Hayti) are said to have perished, and 
this happened before long in Cuba and Jamaica also. 


Columbus discovered South America, with a shipload of Spanish friars 
in his train, and we see the result. Protestants come to North America, and 
we see the result. But with the Roman Catholics and their priests, monks 
and nuns now coming to the United States in such numbers, what will be 
the result in this country? Unless they are Americanized and evangelized 
our civilization will be tainted with the Papal canker that is eating out the 
life of the Latin nations. A cable despatch from Rome, April 11, said: 

William Bailey Howland, the New York publisher, and Robert Wat- 
chorn, Commissioner of Immigration at New York, were received by the 
Pope to-day. Mr. Watchorn informed the Pontiff that in 1906 seven hundred 
thousand Catholic immigrants landed at New York, and that of this number 
three hundred thousand were Italians. The Pope was greatly surprised at 
these figures. 

If your Church should obtain supreme control in the United States, will 
not this country become like the Republics of South America? They are all 
Roman Catholic. The first immigrants to this country were Protestants. 
The Pilgrim Fathers who landed on Plymouth Rock, and whose principles 
are the foundation of the government of the United States, were impelled to 
leave their homes and seek a new land by other motives than the accumulation 
of wealth. 

What sought they thus afar? 
Bright jewels of the mine? 

The wealth of seas, the spoils of war ?— 
They sought a faith’s pure shrine! 

God was with them, the love of liberty was in their hearts, the liberty 
wherewith Christ hath made them free, and they were resolved not to be 
entangled again with the yoke of bondage. They bequeathed to us an open 
Bible, freedom of conscience, the equality of all men before God, the privilege 
to worship Him in spirit and in truth—these “inalienable rights” of all citi- 
zens under the American flag were the principles of the Pilgrim Fathers. If 
Catholics had settled in New England in 1620, North America would be like 
South America. The historian, Bancroft, says: 
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“Had New England been colonized immediately on the discovery of the 
American Continent, the old English institutions would have been planted 
under the powerful influence of the Roman Catholic religion; had the settle- 
ment been made under Elizabeth, it would have been before activity of the 
popular mind in religion had conducted to a corresponding activity of mind 
in politics. The Pilgrims were Englishmen, Protestants, exiles for religion; 
men disciplined by misfortune, cultivated by opportunities of extensive ob- 
servation, equal in rank as in rights, and bound by no code but that which 
was imposed by religion or might be created by the public will.” 

If the descendants of the Pilgrims and those of us who have been led 
by the Spirit of God into the same faith prove true to the principles of civil 
and religious liberty, our Republic shall stand, notwithstanding the hosts 
of Rome that have come here like an invading army. There is hope that 
American ideas and the truths of the Christian religion, if presented to the 
Catholics with zeal, energy and earnestness of ptirpose to deliver them from 
the slavery of Romanism, will influence many of them in the right direction. 
rhe duty of evangelizing these people is a divine call to American Christians. 
No missionary effort will produce better results. In the press of the whole 
country on April 27, there were columns of descriptive matter relating to 
the celebration of Rome’s centenary in New York the previous day. It was 
a comfort to many to read at the same time, at the end of the bombastic 
culogies, the following brief report of the services which 1 am privileged 
to conduct in this city, as it appeared in the New York Tribune: 
CATHOLICS LEAVING THE CHURCH, 
“At the afternoon service yesterday in Christ’s Mission, No. 331 West 57th 
street, the Rev. James A. O’Connor, the founder and director of the Mission, 
in his address said that the centenary of the Roman Catholic Church was a 
notable event. The Church’s increase was due to the large immigration from 
Catholic countries. But in the last hundred years there were great losses 
from that Church. The Rev. Mr. O'Connor quoted Bishop McFaul, of 
Trenton, N. J., as saying that if all the immigrants from Catholic countries 
and their descendants had continued faithful to the Roman Church half the 
population of the United States would be Roman Catholic, whereas it was 
only one-sixth. 

“In the twenty-nine years that the Rev. Mr. O’Connor has been a mis- 
sionary worker in New York he has received over one hundred priests out 
of the Roman Catholic Church, all of whom have become Protestants. 

“The Rev. Dr. R. S. MacArthur,of Calvary Baptist Church, followed Mr. 
()’'Connor, and said it was true that Catholics were leaving the Roman Church 
in large numbers. Every Protestant church in the city had former Catholics 
among its members. In his own church during his pastorate of thirty-eight 
years, he had received hundreds of former Catholics into membership. At a 
recent communion service, when he received twenty members, ten of them had 
been Roman Catholics, and on Easter day, among a large class, was a young 


priest who had been a member of the Passionist Order of West Hoboken, 
N. J.”

While you are digesting that fact, Cardinal, and the streets of our great 
city are defiled by the Papal flag, which Italy and France have spurned, | call 
your attention to the following from one of our greatest Protestant weekly 
journals: 


WHY WE DO NOT REJOICE, 


That is the heading of an editorial article that appeared in the Baptist 
Examiner of this city of April 9. It is so good that I must lay before you 
some of its sound teaching regarding your Church. 

We cannot rejoice that this alien Church has grown up among us. 


In the first place, it is an alien institution. It is the Roman Church, 
governed by a foreign sovereign whose sway over the consciences of his ad- 
herents is absolute and unquestioned. At this very time this foreign ruler 
has issued an edict attempting to nullify the marriage laws of the sovereign 
State of New York. Such an imperium in imperio is intolerable in a free coun- 
try. It is only from fear of consequences, not of good will, that the influence 
of this politico-religious power has not been exerted far more freely than 
it has been. We do not rejoice in the growth of Romanism because it is a 
menace to our free institutions. 

We do not rejoice in its growth, in the second place, because it teaches 
a spurious and soul-destroying form of Christianity. Indeed, in the things on 
which it lays most stress, it is not Christianity at all that it teaches, but a 
gross perversion of the very foundation truths of Christ’s religion. ‘The 
hideous idolatry of the mass, the exaltation of Mary to the place of her Son 
as Intercessor between God and man, the worship of saints, the assumption 
of power to forgive sins, the acknowledgment of the Pope as the vicegerent 
of God, and as infallible in judgment concerning matters of faith and morals, 
these and other doctrines and practices essentially unchristian, place this 
Church outside the pale of genuine Christianity, and make her an apostate 
Church, feeding her children with lies, and leading them into arid pastures 
of superstition and ignorance. 

And in the third place, we cannot rejoice in the growth in wealth and in- 
fluence of the Roman Church among us because her settled policy is inimical 
to our admirable public school system. The stability of our free institutions 
depends mainly upon the general education of the people. The Roman 
hierarchy desires the disruption of our system of free schools. We do not 
wonder at this. It is hostile to their system of priestly domination. But so 
is their system hostile to our public school system. The two systems are 
working together now without friction; but let Romanism once get control 
of the government, and we should soon witness a change. The only hope 
of our State and of the United States is to prevent the growth of Romanism, 
not by violence, but by the unceasing pressure of enlightened public senti- 
ment, and the control of government by those whose allegiance is American, 
not Roman, 

These are some of the reasons why we are unable to rejoice in the growth 
in wealth and numbers of the Roman Catholic Church among us. 


That is enough for this month, Cardinal, more than enough you may 
think. But, thank the Lord, I can say to you what a multitude of Americans 
think, though for divers reasons they may not wish to give public expression 
to their thoughts.
